DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/10/03 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Specification 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which 
requires the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the 
prosecution. When claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be 
renumbered. When new claims are presented, they must be numbered 
consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest numbered 
claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 1-12 have been renumbered 8-19. 

Drawings 

In order to avoid abandonment, the drawing informalities noted in Paper 
No. 4, mailed on 7/31/02, must now be corrected. Correction can only be 
effected in the manner set forth in the above noted paper. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention.

Claims 8-19 have rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The subject matter of the 
claims has no antecedent basis in the specification. For example it is unclear to 
the examiner what a Cypress Planter or Cypress Drip Line or Cypress Project 
Water Saver Saver is and what it is comprised of.
